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MITCHELL  COLLEGE 


Founded  1856  as  a  college 
for  women.  Presbyterian 
until  1959.  Granted  state 
community  college  status 
in  1973.  Is  two  blocks  N. 
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Mitchell  Community  College  has  had  a  long  and 
distinguished  career  as  an  educational  institution,  but  not 
one  without  difficulties  along  the  way.  The  schools  history 
begins  with  the  1852  decision  of  the  Concord  Presbytery  of 
N.C.  to  establish  an  institution  of  higher  learning  for 
females  in  the  western  section  of  the  state.  After  seven 
months  of  construction,  the  Concord  Presbytery  Female 
College  was  on  the  verge  of  completion  when,  on  June  9, 
1855,  a  devastating  windstorm  flattened  the  newly  erected 
walls.  Despite  the  setback,  the  members  of  the  presbytery 
pressed  ahead  with  their  project  and  the  college  opened  its 
doors  on  September  15,  1856  with  students  from  as  far  away 
as  Texas  and  Connecticut. 

The  economic  problems  of  the  civil  war  brought  the  insti- 
tution close  to  bankruptcy,  but  the  presidency  of  J.M.M. 
Caldwell  (1864-68)  rescued  the  school.  In  1870  however,  the 
continued  economic  problems  of  the  south  in  general  forced 
the  Presbytery  to  sell  the  college  to  Robert  T.  Simonton  of 
Statesville,  this  bringing  about  the  first  name  change  of  the 
school — Simonton's  Female  College.  During  Simontons  own- 
ership, the  school  was  blessed  with  two  outstanding 
presidents,  Mrs.  Eliza  Mitchell  Grant  (1875-83)  the  daughter 
of  N.C.'s  most  famous  educator  Dr.  Elisha  Mitchell,  and  Mrs. 
Fannie  Everett  Walton.  These  distinguished  administrators 
established  the  reputation  of  Simonton  Female  College  and 
then  Statesville  Female  College  (1883)  for  producing  out- 
standing teachers. 
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The  school  changed  hands  again  in  1896 
when  Rev.  J.B.  Shearer  bought  the  school  and 
then  deeded  it  back  to  the  Presbytery  in  1900. 
To  honor  Shearers  generosity,  the  music  hall — a 
major  addition  to  the  schools  facilities  with  a 
1000  seat  auditorium  and  numerous  practice 
rooms  constructed  in  1908  was  named  for  the 
colleges  benefactor.  In  1917,  a  second 
prominant  figure  in  the  schools  history  was 
recognized  when  the  college  was  renamed 
Mitchell  College  for  Mrs.  Grant  and  her  sister 
Miss  Morgan  Mitchell  who  together  had  first 
brought  the  institution  to  prominance  in  the 
late  1870's. 
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Mitchell  had  begun  as  a 
finishing  school  for  young 
women,  but  the  years  brought 
alterations  in  that  mission  as 
well.  In  1924,  the  school  be- 
came a  standard  junior  college 
and,  in  1932  under  insistence 
of  then  president  Mrs.  W.B. 
Ramsey,  Mitchell  became  a 
co-educational  institution. 
These  two  changes  established 
the  modern  basis  for  the 
college.  In  1947,  John 
Montgomery  was  chosen  as 
president  and  during  his  ad- 
ministration the  school  made 
the  transition  from  a  Presby- 
terian supported  school  to  a 
private  junior  college  funded 
by  community  established 
foundation,  a  move  which 
saved  the  institution  in  1955. 
In  July  of  1973  Mitchell 
joined  the  community  college 
system.

Vocational  programs  are  designed  to  train  individuals 
for  entrance  into  skilled  occupations.  The  level  of 
training  received  will  enable  individuals  to  progress  to 
the  skilled  or  draftsman  level.  For  example,  vocational 
programs  train  individuals  to  become:  machinist, 
welders,  computer  operators  and  auto  mechanics.  Gen- 
erally vocational  programs  are  shorter  in  length  than 
technical  programs.  Certificates  and  diplomas  awarded 
depending  on  the  length  of  the  program. 

Technical  programs  prepare  individuals  for  job  entry 
as  technicians  in  para-professional  fields.  Technical  pro- 
grams train  individuals  for  jobs  in  such  fields  as 
mechanical  engineering  technology,  industrial 
management  technology  dental  hygeine,  and  business 
administration.  Associate  degrees  in  applied  science  are 
awarded  at  completion  of  the  two-year  programs. 
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Continuing  Education 


The  Continuing  Education  Department  here  at  Mitchell 
provides  many  services  to  students  and  the  community.  It  is 
designed  to  continue  the  education  of  adults  who  did  not 
finish  high  school.  The  program  is  open  to  individuals  16  or 
17  years  of  age  or  older  providing  they  are  not  enrolled  in 
high  school.  Here  are  a  few  programs  provided  through 
Mitchell's  Continuing  Education  Department.  They  offer:  the 
Adult  High  School  Diploma  program,  General  Education  De- 
velopment program,  and  the  Adult  Basic  Education  program. 
One  of  the  services  offered  would  be  our  Learning  Lab 
which  caters  to  the  special  needs  of  adult  education 
regardless  of  the  starting  level.  The  Learning  Lab  charges  no 
fee  to  persons  who  wish  to  further  their  education.
